charged included rape, burglary, as­ 
sault, arson and murder. 


After h aving listened, th e com­ 
m ander excused 
such 
conduct 
by 
saying his countrym en were w arrin g 
against “ F rench blood 
and 
race.” 
One of th e instances cited was th e 
case of little Andre Labot. a child 
who was beaten with a cane for fail­ 
ing to salute an officer, th en forced 
to salute a dum m y draped w ith a 
German uniform until be fell ex­ 
hausted. and finally bayonetted and 
killed.

\\ lieu a leaf lier lined cone clutch 
develop* a tendency to grab or take 
bold fiercely, causing tin* car to jump 
forward with ii bound upon starting 
instead of moving off gradually, it is 
an Indication that tin* leather bas la* 
eotue dry aud requires it little treat 
incut with castor or ncntsfoot oil. The 
best m»Mhod of applying either of these 
oils is lo remove tin* clutch and im 
itiersc it in a basin of tho oil, 
Ti* k(*ep a leather faced cone clutch 
iii 
g o o d working order It should la* 
given an application of oil (‘very few 
w(*eks. 
This may lie done by throw' 
lug out the clutch, then 
N<*curlng tin* 
clutch pedal 
iii a manner that w ill hold 
it out overnight, 
A block of wood 
carefully wedged between tin* front 
edge of tin* seat and tin* depressed 
clutch pedal will serve ti* hold the 
clutch out very nicely where there Is 
no connection between tin* pedal and 
emergency bruke. 
When the clutch 
bas lH‘eii secured iii tin* disengaged 
position it should be revolved slowly 
while a stream of the oil is slowly 
poured OU to Ila* clutch leather and 
allowed 
to 
run down 
between the 
leather aud 
tin* internal friction sur­ 
face of the flywheel, u pan lielug placed 
below 
the 
flywheel 
to catch 
that 
which runs out 
below. 
When 
the 
leather has been thoroughly anointed 
tin* oil should is* allowed to soak in 
for several hours. 
When a slipping clutch has been nog 
lect cd to such ail extent that the stir 
face of the leather has 1k*(»u burned 
and 1***001110 hard aud glazinl the leath­ 
er will not resjHHid to an oil treatment. 
and tin* only suitable remedy is to tit 
a new clutch leather. 
To do this one 
should remove the old leather very 
carefully, so that It can Is* got oft In­ 
tact and used as a pattern for cutting 
tile new leather. 
Clutch leather should l*o cut from 
tin* thick part of tin* hide aud put on 
rough side out. 
Iii applying the leath­ 
er one must begin tacking hi the rivets 
at one end and 
work around 
the 
clutch, stretching the leather between 
each rivet or pair of them. One should 
is* careful to countersink the boles for 
the rivet heuds so that they sink well 
l*elow 
the 
surface of the 
leather. 
After the leather bus beet) applied it 
Is customary to true up the surface oil 
a lathe, then soak in oil for a few 
hours. 


Can you tell rn* how to stop th* 
clutch grabbing on my 1915 model to u r­ 
ing car? 
I recently had the clutch r e ­ 
lined, and since then it has persisted in 
grabbing, although I have used neats- 
foot oil, flake graphite and ordinary lu­ 
bricant. 
When the car was new it did 
the same thing, but finally the condi­ 
tions became adjueted and the clutch 
worked well until worn too much for 
dependable service. 
Shoe neats foot oil. flake graphite 
ami ordinary’ lubricants have b**eri used 
without remedying the clutch trouble, 
it indicates that it is not the fault of 
the clutch, but probably tin* fault of 
nome other unit between the clutch 
and ’•cur axle. 
The splint'd connection between the 
universal joint yoke and the drive 
situ ft may be badly worn and have too 
much lost motion or play. 
Likewise 
tin? uni versa I Joint yokes ami case may 
la* worn badly, which would also give 
too much lost motion. 
Either condi­ 
tion would make the ear aet as if tin? 
clutch grabbl’d, because there would 
In* so much play In these parts that 
with engagement of the clutch the 
clutch and other purls would be in mo­ 
tion and turning a t quite a speed be­ 
ton’ tin* worn parts become engaged 
and apply power to the drive shaft. As 
a result tin* car would be started for­ 
ward with a Jerk. But tin* clutch at 
this time would not la* engaged sulll- 
eiently to drive the oar, and conse­ 
quently it would slip, allowing the 
drive shaft, 
which would then 
be 
driven Ivy tin* rear wheels, to overrun 
tin* worn parts. 
Further engagement 
of the clutch would again Jerk tin* car, 
anil again the clutch would probably 
slip. This would continue until the cor 
was under motion and the clutch fully 
engaged. 
Another possible source of trouble Is 
in ii badly worn transmission front 
bearing. This condition In a cur would 
allow the clutch and Its shaft to drop 
slightly out of alignment, which would 
result in tin* clutch lining coming iii 
contact with tin* flywheel at its lowest 
point only when tho clutch is first en­ 
gaged. It is not difficult to understand 
how fids would give tile clutch the 
symptoms of grabbing when first en­ 
gaged. us tin* flirt h »n between the 
clutch lining and flywheel under above 
I conditions would not be sufficient to 
start (lie ear smoothly. 
Still another possible source of trou­ 
ble is in a worn ( rank shaft rear bear­ 
ing. With such a bearing in tin* engine 
the flywheel would drop out of align 
ment and allow the clutch lining to 
first collie iii contact with only the* 
highest part of the flywheel. The re­ 
sult would Im* exactly the same as out­ 
lined in preceding paragraph. It is ob- 
4 lints that lf the trouble is due to tin* 
above parts being worn pro|*cr installa­ 
tion of now parts should remedy the 
trouble.
